POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
In the British devaluation of the pound, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson has received a pointed warning 
about what will happen in this country if he per­ 
sists in the funny money policies of his Great 
Society. 
The dollar soon came under attack in frenzied 
gold trading on world markets. 
Fortunately the United States, which is plagued 
by a steady dollar outflow to foreign countries 
and declining gold reserves, was not without 
weapons to meet the threat. 
Veteran British monetary experts predicted 
that the immediate money crisis would not 
cause the United States to be forced to devalue 
the dollarr 
They pointed out that the British 
had several warnings before it became neces­ 
sary and desirable for their country to devalue 
the pound. 
It is obvious that the United States will be able 
to weather this first major storm but the dark 
clouds remain. 
Money is getting tighter. 
Interest rates are 
rising. 
Major barriers are being placed against 
home building and other major consumer pur­ 
chases requiring financing. The Federal Reserve 
Board immediately raised its discount rate. 
A major money squeeze, such as occurred in 
1965, may be repeated if Congress fails to pass 
a bill increasing the federal income tax. 
The immediate money crisis can be surmounted 
primarily because the United States has the help 
of seven other nations in a gold pool, whose 
reserves were used to satisfy the demand for 
the metal. 
Skepticism abroad about this country’s monetary 
policies complicate the long range outlook. 
The Johnson administration’s guns and butter 
policies, based on phony economic principles 
if that word can be applied to the shaky pro­ 
cedure, are not working out. 
This is no partisan squabble. 
The soundness of the dollar is involved. 
Sen. Stuart Symington of Missouri is one of 
many Democrats who have repeatedly warned 
that President Johnson was getting and acting 
on bad economic advice. 
Chairman Wilbur Mills of the House ways and 
means committee is another. 
Mills has used his disenchantment to block 
H®use oon si derat ion of a tax increase bill until 
J<5Hnson agrees to cut federal expenditures and* 
supplies a blueprint to keep federal spending in 
the future as a means of preventing financial 
trouble. 
The American people have been indifferent 
to national economic policy for many years but 
they will oehave differently when they them­ 
selves experience a pinch. 
Johnson is a master politician operating on the 
eve of a presidential election year. 
If he wishes to avoid the political consequences 
of a major consumer money pinch he’ll renounce 
his unrealistic economic policy in order to avoid 
its painful consequences. 
There is still time for him to act in his own self 
interest.

INTRASTATE JUNGLES 
The Senate Agriculture Committee is expected 
to approve, possibly sometime during the week 
beginning Monday (Nov. 20), a tougher meat-in- 
spection bill than the one approved by the House 
on Oct. 31. 
“ There would be meat stored in great piles in 
rooms; and the water from leaky roofs would 
drip over it, and thousands of rats would race 
about on it. . . These rats w6re nuisances, and 
the packers would put poisoned bread out for 
them, they would die, and then rats, bread, and 
meat would go into the hoppers together (to make 
sausage).” 
“ The operation is located in an old building that 
is falling apart. 
It is infested with flies, cock­ 
roaches and rodents. . . The cutting table where 
the tripe is cut is an old board. . . The whole 
place smells bad, the stench is terrible.” 
THE FIRST of the foregoing quotations is from 
Upton Sinclair’s The Jungle, published Jan. 25, 
1906. 
The second comes from a memorandum 
submitted by an inspector of the Agriculture 
Department’s consumer and marketing service 
on July 27, 1967. 
Sinclair’s muckraking novel 
and the inspector’s report tell the same story: 
The American public has been eating, unawares, 
tainted meat products. 
The Jungle led directly to congressional hearings 
and then to passage of the Meat Inspection Act of 
1906. Sinclair, who was as much concerned about 
the plight 
workers in the packing plants as 
about the p* ^duct they made, later recalled: “ I 
aimed at the public’s heart, and by accident I hit 
it in the stomach.” 
Sinclair’s counterpart today is Ralph Nader, 
whose book Unsafe at Any Speed resulted in fed­ 
eral legislation establishing automobile safety 
standards. Nader has since attacked the tire in­ 
dustry, a television manufacturer (for producing 
150,000 color TV sets that emitted excess amounts 
of X-rays), federal safety standards governing 
natural gas pipelines and, now, sanitarv condi­ 
tions in intrastate meat packing plants. 
THE FEDERAL standards set forth in the Meat 
Inspection Act of 1906 apply only to processors 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
The approxi­ 
mately 6,000 meat companies that sell solely 
within a single state thus are bound only by 
sometimes inadequate state laws. Eleven states 
have no meat inspection laws at all. 
According to Nader, “ About 15 per cent of the 
commercially slaughtered animals (19 million 
head) and 25 per cent of commercially pro­ 
cessed meat products in the U. S. — enough 
meat for 30 million people a year — are not 
covered by adequate inspection laws.”

Neal Smith (D-Iowa) has been trying since 1961 
to extend the provisions of the Meat Inspection 
Act to intrastate plants. Until this year, his ef­ 
forts have been unavailing. 
The House on Oct. 31 passed a bill to tighten 
federal meat inspection standards, and to aid 
states agreeing to strengthen their inspection 
programs. 
An amendment to extend federal 
standards to intrastate plants grossing $250,000 
or more a year, offered by Reps. Smith and 
Thomas S. Foley (D-Wash.), was defeated.

that would give the states three years in which to 
bring their meat-inspection standards up to the 
federal level. 
A second bill, backed by Walter

spection to all meat plants immediately. 
Smith and Foley assured a Senate Agriculture 
subcommittee, Nov. 15, that either of the two 
Senate bills would be approved by the House on a 
roll-call vote. The implication was that no Con­ 
gressman would want to go on record as condon­ 
ing tainted meat.

In the B ritish devaluation of the pound, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson has received a pointed warning 
about what will happen in this country if he p e r­ 
s ists in the funny money policies of his G reat 
Society. 
The dollar soon cam e under attack in frenzied 
gold trading on w orld m arkets. 
Fortunately the United States, which is plagued 
by a steady dollar outflow to foreign countries 
and 
declining gold re se rv e s, was not without 
weapons to m eet the threat. 
V eteran B ritish monetary experts predicted 
that the 
im m ediate 
money c ris is would not 
cause the United States to be forced to devalue 
the d o lla r 
They pointed out that the B ritish 
had several w arnings before it becam e neces­ 
sary and d esirab le for their country to devalue 
the pound. 
It is obvious that the United States will be able 
to w eather this first m ajor storm but the dark 
clouds rem ain. 
Money is getting tighter. 
Interest rates are 
risin g. 
Major b a rrie rs are being placed against 
home building and other m ajor consum er pur­ 
c h ases requiring financing. The Federal R eserve 
B oard im m ediately raised its discount rate. 
A m ajor money squeeze, such as occurred in 
1965, may be repeated if C ongress fails to pass 
a bill increasing the federal income tax. 
The im m ediate money c risis can be surmounted 
p rim a rily because the United States has the help 
of seven other nations in a gold pool, whose 
re s e rv e s w ere used to satisfy the demand for 
the m etal. 
Skepticism abroad about this country’s monetary 
policies com plicate the long range outlook. 
The Johnson adm inistration’s guns and butter 
policies, based on phony economic principles 
if that word can be applied to the shaky p ro ­ 
cedure, a re not working out. 
This is no partisan squabble. 
The soundness of the dollar is involved. 
Sen. Stuart Symington of Missouri is one of 
many D em ocrats who have repeatedly warned 
that P resid en t Johnson was getting and acting 
on bad econom ic advice. 
C hairm an W ilbur Mills of the House ways and 
m eans com m ittee is another. 
Mills has used his disenchantment to block 
House consideration of a tax increase bill until 
J(53inson a g re es to cut federal expenditures and! 
supplies a blueprint to keep federal spending in 
the future as a means of preventing financial 
trouble. 
The A m erican people have been indifferent 
to national econom ic policy for many years but 
they will behave differently when they them­ 
selves experience a pinch. 
Johnson is a m aster politician operating on the 
eve of a presidential election year. 
If he w ishes to avoid the political consequences 
of a major consum er money pinch he’ll renounce 
his unrealistic economic policy in order to avoid 
its painful consequences. 
T here is still tim e for him to actin his own self 
in te re st.

INTRASTATE JUNGLES 
The Senate A griculture Committee is expected 
to approve, possibly sometime during the week 
beginning Monday (Nov. 20), a tougher m eat-in- 
spection bill than the one approved by the House 
on Oct. 31. 
“ There would be meat stored in great piles in 
room s; and the w ater from leaky roofs would 
drip over it, and thousands of rats would race 
about on it. . . These ra ts w6re nuisances, and 
the packers would put poisoned bread out for 
them , they would die, and then rats, bread, and 
m eat would go into the hoppers together (to make 
sausage).” 
“ The operation is located in an old building that 
is falling apart. 
It is infested with flies, cock­ 
roaches and rodents. . . The cutting table where 
the tripe is cut is an old board. . . The whole 
place sm ells bad, the stench is te rrib le .” 
THE FIRST of the foregoing quotations is from 
Upton Sinclair’s The Jungle, published Jan. 25, 
1906. 
The second comes from a memorandum 
submitted by an inspector of the Agriculture 
D epartm ent’s consum er and marketing service 
on July 27, 1967. 
Sinclair’s muckraking novel 
and the inspector’s report tell the sam e story: 
The American public has been eating, unawares, 
tainted meat products. 
The Jungle led directly to congressional hearings 
and then to passage of the Meat Inspection Act of 
1906. Sinclair, who was as much concerned about 
the plight of w orkers in the packing plants as 
about the p* ./duct they made, later recalled: “ I 
aim ed at the public’s heart, and by accident I hit 
it in the stom ach.” 
Sinclair’s counterpart today is Ralph Nader, 
whose book Unsafe at Any Speed resulted in fed­ 
e ra l legislation establishing automobile safety 
standards. 
Nader has since attacked the tire in­ 
dustry, a television manufacturer (for producing 
150,000 color TY sets that emitted excess amounts 
of X -rays), federal safety standards governing 
natural gas pipelines and, now, sanitary condi­ 
tions in intrastate m eat packing plants. 
THE FEDERAL standards set forth in the Meat 
Inspection Act of 1906 apply only to processors 
engaged in interstate com m erce. 
The approxi­ 
mately 6,000 meat companies that sell solely 
within a single state thus are bound only by 
som etim es inadequate state laws. Eleven states 
have no meat inspection laws at ail. 
According to Nader, “ About 15 per cent of the 
com m ercially slaughtered animals (19 million 
head) and 25 per cent of com m ercially pro­ 
cessed meat products in the U. S. — enough 
meat for 30 m illion people a year — are not 
covered by adequate inspection law s.” 
Rep. 
Neal Smith (D-Iowa) has been trying since 1961 
to extend the provisions of the Meat Inspection 
Act to intrastate plants. Until this year, his ef­ 
forts have been unavailing. 
The House on Oct. 31 passed a bill to tighten 
federal meat inspection standards, and to aid 
States agreeing to strengthen their inspection 
program s. 
An amendment to extend federal 
standards to intrastate plants grossing $250,000 
or more a year, offered by Reps. Smith and 
Thomas S. Foley (D-Wash.), was defeated.

bring their m eat-inspection standards up to the 
federal level. 
A second bill, backed by Walter 
F . Mondale (D-Minn.), would extend federal in­ 
spection to all meat plants immediately. 
Smith and Foley assured a Senate Agriculture 
subcommittee, Nov. 15, that either of the two 
Senate bills would be approved by the House on a 
roll-call vote. The implication was that no Con­ 
gressm an would want to go on record as condon­ 
ing tainted meat.

PRECIOUS ELEMENTS 
It is, of course, quite possible 
to keep Christmas from running 
amok in one’s personal life.

myself received this 
year a holiday card from M. V. 
Nesterov, 
president 
of 
the 
U.SJS.R. Chamber of Commerce! 
And it was a handsome card, too. 
POPULAR EN JAPAN 
In Japan, Christmas 
has be­ 
come 
a 
very 
big thing. Yet 
the 
spiritual meaning has little 
reception 
there. In the Soviet 
Union, it 
lies in its 
way just 
beneath the surface. Christmas 
has very old and colorful signif­ 
icance to the Russians. 
At times one’s blood runs cold. 
What 
shall we say of a game 
called 
“Nuclear 
War” (de­ 
scribed by William H. Honan in 
the New Republic) in which from 
two to six players “ attempt to 
gain world dominion” by playing 
cards representing 
10-, 
20-, 
and 50-megaton bombs. 
The 
players have a 
card­ 
board spinner and may heat up 
the game with such playful notes 
as “Lethal doses of radioactive 
gamma 
rays 
kill another

million.” It is 
also recorded, 
“ If the 
100-megaton bomb ex­ 
plodes a 
nuclear 
stockpile, a 
super 
chain reaction 
starts 
which destroys all countries,the 
earth itself, and the entire solar 
system. . . everybody lost.”

How

aspirations, the traditions, and

relief to learn in defense 
of the troy manufacturers that 
toy guns account for only 5 per­ 
cent of toys sold, and that more 
dolls and bicycles are bought than 
war toys. 
We should hope so! 
Christinas reminds us again, 
as it should, of our 
unfinished 
business..We have a long way to 
go to pruify our society. 
The 
capitalist world should take note 
of the 
essential austerity and 
Puritanism 
of Communist so­ 
ciety. 
Some of the austerity 
stems 
from lack and 
some of 
the puritanism from rigorous 
ideology which is 
also cruel. 
But if 
capitalism 
produces 
excesses, communism 
some­ 
times produces elements which- 
In and off themselves • we can 
admire. We reject the total sys­ 
tem; we take capitalism with its 
materialist 
excesses. But 
we 
should strive to reduce them, 
and to remember that 
spiri­ 
tual values alone can preserve 
us. They are the genuine worth 
of the Christmas messaee.

Length of Supersonic 


Transport Increased 


SEATTLE (AP) -- The Boeing 
Co., disclosed Tuesday it has 
stretched the U. S. Supersonic 
Transport (SST) 12 feet to an 
over-all lenegth of 317 feet and 
added two small ear-like wings, 
or canards, near the nose. . 
The changes, the company said 
at a news conference, are part 
of major design improvements 
which will give the 1,800-mile - 
an-hour SST control stability as 
good or better than present day 
planes. 
H. W. Withington, vice president 
and general manager of Boeing’s 
SST program, said the refine­ 
ments also will lessen the faster- 
than-sound plane’s sonic boom 
slightly. 
He said the longer fuselage will 
not only make the plane fly bet­ 
ter, but the interior has been 
rearranged to increase passen­ 
ger capacity from 277 to 292 in 
an international tourist - first 
class configuration and to 310 
in an all - tourist version. 
Also in connection with the SST 
program, Withington said it is 
on schedule and the initial flight 
of the first of two prototypes be­ 
ing built under federal govern­ 
ment contract is expected in 
late 1970. 
Withington said the American 
SST will not create a greater 
sonic boom 
than the Anglo-

Like Storied Mexico 


E D I T O R ' S 
NOTE- Gov. 
George Komney 
of 
Michigan, 
■who formally threw his hat into 
the presidential ring last week, 
was born in Mexico. His parents 
were U.S. citizens. Does he still 
qualify as a “ natural born citi­ 
zen” of the United States? Poli- 
ticians and lawyers debate the 
point and a little town in Mexico 
suddenly becomes a factor in 
the quest for the presidency of 
the United States. Here is a look 
at Colonia Dublan, Chihuahua, 
Mexico, the town where Rom* 
ney was born, 


COLONIA 
Dublan, 
Mexico 
(AP) — It is the Mexico you 
read about: harsh desert, tawny 
grasslands, vaqueros riding, blue 
mountains, 
villages 
of 
sun* 
baked mud. And then— can it be 
tru e0— 
prim , 
two-story, 
red 
brick houses 
with 
red-haired 
boys romping under the trees. 
This is Colonia Dublan, Chihu* 
ahua— birthplace 
of 
George 
Romney, the man who could be­ 
come the first foreign-bom pres* 
ident of the United States. 
“ Isn’t it just like any other 
Western town?” said a plump, 
middle-aged grandmother 
with 
a note of civic pride. 
Yes, but— 
Among the Victorian bricks 
squat Mexican 
adobe 
houses. 
Along the one paved street and 
the rutted, dirt side streets wan­ 
der dogs, horses and ambling 
cattle. 
Here is a school, rows of glass 
panes winking, sharply angled, 
low-slung contemporary, fenced 
with steel chain links.

George 
Romney’s 
parents, 
Gaskell 
Romney 
and 
Anne 
Pratt, grew up here as children 
of 
Mormons. 
Colonia 
Dublan 
was one of a series of colonies 
established as havens for poly­ 
gamists in the 
1880s by the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Lat­ 
ter-day Saints. But the colonists, 
along with other Mormons, gave 
up plural m arriage after the 
church 
accepted 
federal 
law 
and began excommunicating po­ 
lygamists ir 1890. George Rom­ 
ney’s 
parents 
were 
monoga­ 
mous. 
In the fighting and fears of 
the Mexican revolution in 1912, 
Gaskell and Anne Romney fled 
with some 2^000 other Mormons 
into the 
United 
States 
in 
a 
movement 
unfailingly 
called 
The Exodus here. George Rom­ 
ney was then 5. 
The U.S.

Constitution was not intended to 
deprive children born of citizens 
abroad of their chance to be­ 
come president. 
But Isidor Blum, a former 
professor of constitutional law

The hogs w ere brought down 
by shots from old ball and patch 
rifles, following which the butch­ 
er would rush forth with a long, 
razor-edged knife with which to 
cut their throats and thus elim ­ 
inate blood from the carcass.

E lrot, who filled small boys with 
adm iration and awe by catching 
cupsful of the 
spurting, warm 
blood and 
drinking it with evi­ 
dent relish . His wife knew how­ 
to make blood puddings and how- 
to use blood to good advantage in 
some sort of sausage. The old 
German insisted that fresh blood 
made the

At the Dan Wyman butchering 
place the rifle always was used

WHEN LANTERNS WERE 
CARRIED 
When I 
was a boy there were 
no picture 
snows and no other 
regular places of amusement in 
small towns 
like 
P aris, Mis­ 
souri. 
There were no street 
lights, so everybody who ventured 
out of doors at night had to carry 
lanterns, cither than on preach­ 
ing and prayer meeting 
nights 
most 
everybody stayed indoors 
except heads of families. Being 
tired 
businessmen, and in need 
of diversion, they would eat their 
suppers, light their lanterns and 
take off for an evening of uplift 
in the only places that had open 
doors 
and baizing lights — the 
billiard hall, and the back rooms 
of seven drugstores 
in 
which 
whisky was 
sold in defiance of 
Hit* law. Every loafer had to take 
a drink or two, to qualify for a 
seat on bench or chair. They had 
to take their liquor straight be­ 
cause it was the era in which men 
were still men, and because the 
proprietors, all 
members 
of 
prominent Em ilies, were unwil­ 
ling to degrade themselves to the 
status 
of city 
slickers who 
tended bur. While no boys were 
served, most any of them 15 years 
old 
or 
over could buy liquor 
by the bottle during the daylight 
period. The only blacklist was on 
drunkards whose lack of control 
brought 
the business into dis­ 
repute 
and 
developed 
prohi­ 
bition sentiments in the home. 
HOME TAI.ENT SHOWS 
When I was a boy, to break the 
monotony, an occasional 
home 
talent 
show would be 
staged, 
lid s 
gave those in the cast an 
excuse 
for 
using the 
family 
lantern on nights when practice 
was to be held at the hall. The 
shows 
always attracted 
large 
crowds, partly because 
of the 
hunger for entertainment, partly 
from local pride in two or three 
perform ers 
who were looked 
upon as future greats. 
I 
took the part of the barber 
in one of those 
shows, “ The 
Dancing Barber.*’ The 
entire 
plot 
revolved about an affront 
to some upper 
cruster during 
a dance into which the barber 
had horned by representing him­ 
self 
as the society lion of a 
distant town. I 
just 
could not 
learn to dance, so, at the 
last 
minute, that 
important feature 
was 
eliminated in favor of an 
insult of a less graceful nature 
to the upper cruster. 
I 
just 
tripped him up and 
sent 
him 
sprawling among the horrified 
guests. It was just as well, too, 
for dancing was taboo with all 
our local churches and most af 
us 
might 
have been turned out 
of the folds to which we belonged. 
Another performance in which 
I had the very 
minor part 
of 
standing 
on deck and holding on 
to a coil of rope was Gilbert and 
Sullivan's immortal “ Pinafore.** 
During the eighties it was staged 
once a year 
for several years 
by M rs. W. B. Lasiey, a music 
teacher of unusual talent. There 
were at least 50 perform ers, in­ 
cluding those whose main duty, 
like 
mine, was to wear sailor 
costumes and keep out ofthe way. 
It was a fine thing for the com­ 
munity. Most everybody learned 
to sing or 
whistle the tuneful 
lines. 
Because 
of this contribution 
to 
community education along 
musical avenues, I 
have 
been 
trying for 
several years to in­ 
duce the music department of our 
local school to give a three-day 
festival of music as a Commence­ 
ment Week feature. The idea is to 
feature pioneer music and songs 
the first evening, climaxed with 
a square dance; a program of 
music and songs of the 
“ Blue 
Danube" and 
“Schubert's Ser­ 
enade'* class the 
second night, 
climaxed 
with (lancing of the 
minuet; the presents ti cm of “ Pin­ 
afore** the third night.

this is another day. No­

Two or three times a year a 
man with a magic lantern would

and other subjects he knew 
very little about. For an admis­ 
sion ticket to one of those shows 
I carried a bill to every house in 
town. Among the problems tube 
solved by the lecturer was this 
one: 
“ Do they bury their dead 
on Venus?" He

bers of the audience who might 
be interested in so vital a matter. 
Minstrel shows were prefer red 
above all others in our town dur­ 
ing the eighties.

Unfortun­ 
ately for all concerned, the dog 
did not recognize his m aster, who 
was 
blacked 
up and attired in 
topper and tails. Not a single 
trick was 
perform ed. Although 
Cam made frantic attem pts to 
get action, the dog persisted in 
backing away and finally bolted 
off the stage.

act would have been. 
COMMUNITY HOG KILLINGS 
When I 
was a boy community 
hog killing days were among the 
most notable of the year. Nearly 
every family in Paris fed on its 
own prem ises enough hogs for a 
year's supply of meat and lard. 
My father always had seven or 
more which weighed at least 250 
pounds apiece at 
“ butchering" 
tim e. 
There were two places to which 
the hogs would be driven for the 
last 
chapter in their lives. One 
was managed by George W. Sei­ 
bert, who lived just north of the 
covered bridge. The other was 
managed by Dan Wyman, whose 
livery stable, home and grounds 
were where the Walter Sebas­ 
tian and 
Harry Bowen 
homes 
now stand. 
The hogs were brought down 
by shots from old ball and patch 
rifles, following which the butch­ 
er would rush forth with a long, 
razor-edged knife with which to 
cut their throats and thus elim­ 
inate blood from the carcass. We 
had a German neighbor, 
Henry 
Elrot, who filled small boys with 
admiration and awe by catching 
cupsful of the 
spurting, warm 
blood and 
drinking it with evi­ 
dent relish. His wife knew how 
to make blood puddings and how 
to use blood to good advantage in 
some sort of sausage. The old 
German insisted that fresh blood 
made the 
drinker 
brave 
and 
strong. I 
believe he 
was 
the 
only individual in P aris 
who 
was 
willing to get brave and 
strong that way. 
At the Dan Wyman butchering 
place the rifle always was used 
by O rris 
W. Pelsue. He had a 
standing offer of a free drink of 
whiskey for everybody anytime 
a hog squaled after he 
fired. 
I 
do not 
recall that 
anybody 
profited by this offer, so deadly 
was his aim . 
After 
the hog was killed the 
next job was to remove the hair. 
This was accomplished by scrap­ 
ing the carcass after it had been 
plunged 
back and 
forth into a 
hogshead of boiling 
water. To 
bring the water to that point large 
stones were heated in a huge fire 
that was kept going near by, the 
stones 
being 
dropped into the 
water and withdrawn as they be­ 
gan to cool. A sizzling sound and 
clouds of steam arose from the 


hogshead as ‘he 
stones were 
shoveled from the 
fire into the 
water. 
The fire served other purposes 
than this. 
It provided 
warmth 
for the workers and spectators 
and 
a place in which to cook 
slices of melt and liverby lay­ 
ing them on the hot stones.Small 
boys usually got their share of 
those 
delicious m orsels. 
And 
small boys always were there in 
large numbers, thanks to indul­ 
gent 
mothers like mine who got 
them excused 
from 
school on 
some pretext or other. 
The 
main lure 
to a hog kill­ 
ing for small boys was the pros­ 
pect 
of getting a hog Wadder 
or two. The workers, being good 
fellows, always distributed those 
favors 
impartially, to the end 
that every boy would get at least 
one. With a pipe stem the blad­ 
ders 
would 
be blown to huge 
proportions and the end tied so 
firmly that the air could not get 
out. As a trophy to be carried 
around for days, or as a harm­ 
less weapon with which to pound 
shreiking girls over head and 
face, a hog 
bladder was 
a 
prized possession. An 
inter­ 
esting custom was to save those 
inflated bladders until Christmas 
morning, then to lay them close 
to an open fire place or hot stove, 
in which 
position they would 
swell to even larger 
size and 
finally burst with a loud report. 
It has been years since I have 
seen a 
small boy parading with 
a bladdder on a pole or chasing 
a 
bunch of girls with one. Inci­ 
dentally, the boys are missing a 
lot of wholesome fun. 
For me and my brother Edgar 
the joy would go out of hogkilling 
day when night came on and the 
meat was brought home. On that 
night the sausage had to be made 
and surplus fat from the hog cut 
up for lard . Always we had to 
borrow 
a 
sausage grinder, of 
which there were 
only a few in 
town. It was no small job to go 
from place to place until a grind­ 
er could be found available, and 
no small job 
for 
two small 
boys to carry' it 
to the home 
kitchen. Turning that machine un­ 
til the 
sausage 
meat from so 
many hogs had been ground was 
an awful task after a day 
of 
unadulterated fun. To make the 
sausage doubly good my mother 
insisted that 
it 
be ground the 
second 
tim e, which really does 
double 
its 
m erits. When this 
tiresom e, tedious 
job was fin- 
the women 
folk worked salt, 
red peper and sage into the finely 
ground 
meat and put 
it 
into 
muslin sacks about 
2 inches in 
diameter 
and 
about 
2 feet in 
length, from which the sausage 
would be taken as needed. Some 
women just 
sliced the sausage 
after peeling the sack back fro rn 
it. My mother always worked it 
into cakes of 
orthodox 
sort, 
cakes 
which tapered 
from 
a 
diameter of I 
inch at the cen­ 
ter to a 
quarter af an inch at 
the edged. 
The biggest culinary event in­ 
cident to hog killing ai our house 
was when my mother made hash- 
lets, a mixture af heart and liv­ 
er 
that 
had been cut to small 
slices and squares. Always she 
used 
a tall iron pot, 
stirring 
the 
contents at frequent inter­ 
vals with a very large 
spoon. 
Enough water was added to make 
a heavy' 
brown gravy. While 
cooking, the 
m ess was 
highly- 
seasoned.
